Examination of the new Democratic 
Tariff Law at the Treasury Departmeut 
discloses the fact that it contains no 
provisions whatever for a duty upon im- 
ported fruits, preserved in brandy or 
other spirits. The omission was not 
discovered until an application was re- 
ceived from a large Importer of such 
goods for information as their classifica- 
tion under the present Tariff Law. 
Under the McKlnley Law, "fruits pre- 
served in spirits" were subject to a duty 
of 35 per cent, ad valorem. The ques- 
tion of the classification of these goods 
under present conditions has not yet 
been determined. It is probable, how- 
ever, that the Department will decide 
that the best way out of the dilemma is 
to assess duty upon the spirits and the 
fruits separately, according to the rate 
provided for each in the Tariff Act. The 
preserving of fruit in this manner is 
an extensive industry, and the importa- 
tions of such fruits, especially brandled 
peaches, is very heavy. In case the 
Department decides to assess duty on the 
spirits as well as on the fruits, the duty 
will be higher than it was under the 
old law.

"II West India Hurricane Reaches 
the Southern Coast. 

f Indications That the Damage to Prop- 
erty WiU Be Heavy. 



8ATAKHAH, Oa., Sept 27. -The WeBt 
Indian hurricane rag-ed here Wednes- 
day, and threatened to be of greater 
in tenuity than the memorable storm 
of Antfuat 87, 1893.
